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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first action in response to application no. 09/822,443 filed on March 30, 2001 in 
which claims 1-4 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lee (US Patent no. 6,466,620). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, and 4, Lee discloses in Fig. 3 an apparatus and method of 
encoding a first sequence of data blocks and a second sequence of data blocks that is 
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correlated with the first sequence of data bocks (See Lee col. 2, lines 1 6-30) comprising 
the steps of encoding the first sequence of data blocks in such a manner that certain 
blocks serve as a reference for predictively encoding the other data blocks in the first 
sequence (See Lee col. 2, lines 23-32), characterized in that the method comprises the 
step of encoding the second sequence of data blocks in such a manner that all data 
blocks are predictively encoded with respect to those data blocks in the first sequence 
which serve as a reference (See Lee col. 3, lines 35-45). 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Parke (US 
Patent no. 5,982,439). 

Regarding claim 3, Parke discloses a decoder for decoding a multiplex of an encoded 
first sequence of data blocks and an encoded second sequence of data blocks, the 
second sequence of data blocks being correlated with the first sequence of data blocks 
(See Parke col. 8, lines 15-27), the decoder comprising means to decode the first 
sequence of data blocks in such a manner that certain data blocks serve as a reference 
for predictively decoding the other data blocks in the first sequence, characterized in 
that the decoder comprises means to decode the second sequence in such a manner 
that all data blocks are predictively decoded with respect to those data blocks in the first 
sequence which serve as a reference (See Parke col. 1 1 , lines 1 5-41 ). 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Katto (US Patent no. 5,602,593) teaches overlapped motion compensation using 

window function, which varies in response to an input picture. 

Parke (US Patent no. 5,748,248) teaches real time motion vector processing of image 

data. 

Suzuki (US Patent no. 5,778,099) teaches picture block motion detecting apparatus.
